1. This is to inform you of a recent policy change within UtilBr, BMaintDiv, concerning
bypass reporting.

2. 1n March 1982, NREAD redinded UtitBr, BMaintDiv, that all bypasses were required to be
reported to EPA. Since then when a pypass occurred, a letter was sent from UtilBr to
NREAD, then NREAD would report the necessary information to EPA, the State and LANTDIV,.

3. According to NPDES permit, the BAse has five days to report bypasses to EPA. Five days
is not a very long time, especially since bypasses don't always occurred Sunday night or
Monday morning. Until recently, NREAD had been receiviing initial notification (on first
working day after) from UtilBr by phone, usually between the sewage general foreman or
foreman and the Q. C. Lab supervisor(the principle personnel involved in the bypass reportd.
These phone calls allowed NREAD personnel to make any schedule changes or on-site inspect-
téoms of the bypass when necessary to facilitate getting the bypass report out on time.
After the recent reorganization of UtilBr these courteous early notifications stopped.
